Wunt Action Againat America. 


Berlin, Feb. 16.—The question of the 


commercial relations of Germany with 
the United States seems not unlikely 
to lead to a partial ministerial crisis. 
Addressing an agrarian 
meeting re- 


cently, Baron Von Mariteuffel (con- 
servative) said: "Had we increased 
our.navy sooner the United States 
would not have dared to use such lan- 
guage toward Germany." 


At the annual congress of the Agra- 


rian League^this week similar senti- 
ments -were heard. One speaker, re- 
ferring to the speech of Von Buelow, 
secretary of state for foreign affairs^ 
in the reichstag last Saturday in reply 
to th'e interpellation of Count Von 
Kanitz, said:
